‘Maintaining an » utterly 
callous disregard for their fate, 
the Master did not signal the 
captain of the rescne party for 
instructions regarding the 
evacuation of the prisoners.

rescue party sent a small ship 
alongside to takg off guards and 
-erew. There was a quite natural 
confusion in the events which 
occurred around 9 a.m. Suffice 
it to say that the ship was in im- 
mediate peril of sinking, and 
the senior Prisoner-of-War 
officer passed the order “every 
man for himself.” It, was too 
late to save the sick men, many 
of whom had already been 
drowned in the rising water. 
There were few survivors from 
No.8 Hold. It is difficult to 
determine how cach hatch cover 
came to be opened. The decks 
were nearly awash and the 
prisoners stepped into the water. 

The- Master allowed: his own 
crew to evacuate the ship at a}- 
time when.the Prisoners-of-War 
were either still battened down 
or held back by fear of further 
small arms fire.:"At no time did

In fact, the pre- 
sent irgarnation of silver dollar 
coins is literally rotten enough. 

As it Appears. that we can ne 
longer have gold and .silver, we- 
want our coins -in nickel; not 
paper or..cardboard, as mentioned 
by. sonic funny man, but nickel— 
éupra-nickel.
